Surveying Under Difficulties 


Work On the Interprovincial Boun- 
dary Line Between Alberta and 
British Columbia 
The difficulties which have to be 
overcome by Government surveyors 
in the performance of their duties are 
seldom realized by the layman. Dur 
ing the recent running of the Inter 
provincial Boundary line between Al 
berta and British Columbia the work 
in the Miette Pass was greatly de
